Chicago, Feb. 1.—That. was an inter- 
esting letter you printed the other day 
from a ditizeh who signed himself 
“ Careful Driver," and yet had been 
muleted in court on the téstimony of 
flivver squad polfcemien that he had 
been speeding. He wanted to know the 
vaue of policemen’s sworn statements 
in court.

who became a citizen of Fiume in 
order to get herself freed from the 
head of that famous Itaiian family. 

Although upward of 1,000 cases are 
pending (many of them in the earliest 
stages, which consist of app'ying for 
citizenship of Fiume), they will all be 
obliged to be dropped immediately, and 
the indications are that the lawyér 
business in Fiume is not going to be 
popular during coming years.
